I was in pursuit of the best all-around single antenna for 80-10 meters and 
found a horizontal delta loop fed in the center of the wire opposite the 
apex worked out best for Field Day use. Each leg 89' 4". Using 440 ohm 
stranded ladder line from the Wireman, easy to wrap up. 


I made this antenna last year using 14 ga. single conductor stranded 
insulated wire from Home Depot. $18 for 500' and easy wrap up when done. 
Unfortunately my location didn't have enough room for it so I went with the 


plan B 40 meter dipole. 


If anyone wants more info pls let me know. I modelled a bunch of antennas 
and this seems perfect overall. I'm hoping to string this up at Cannonball 
Park in Brooklyn near the Verrazano Bridge. Don't think my pal Tony WW2W 
knows about this adventure yet.

Hi gang, 


There are some on this list who could put this far more concisely than I 
can. But here goes anyway. My apologies in advance for the bandwidth. 


I agree, the best place for a mobile antenna is top dead center. But 
some HF antennas are pretty big, so a lot of strength is needed and a 
monster magnetic mount is one of very few practical choices. 


IMHO, these whopper mag mounts are not a good solution for long term 
use. That's probably why many of us elect to compromise and find a 
strong mounting point elsewhere on the vehicle -- the higher and more 
central, the better, of course. But here we go toward the roof again... 


Trailer hitch mounts? Super, extra, hyper strong. Also centrally 
located, left vs. right -- but exposed to hazards. I have a full size 
diesel pickup with a heavy duty hitch receiver. I tow a fairly large 
travel trailer (35 foot, 8000+ lbs) using that receiver. 


Now, suppose I have an HF antenna (or even just a hitch) mounted in the 
2 inch hitch receptacle and I am struck from the rear. Depending on the 
severity of the impact, I could expect as a minimum that the antenna and 
its mount (or the hitch, which ain't cheap either) would be damaged. 
Worse, the hitch receiver AND even the rear frame members could also be 
damaged. Let's say there's visible damage and I get it properly and 
fully repaired. I'd feel secure again, but maybe just a tad less so. 


Worst case: What if there's unseen damage and inadequate repairs are 
made? Or none at all? Can you imagine how pleased other drivers would 
be if, later, I had a catastrophic receiver failure while towing, and my 
35 footer took off on its own? Would you like to see that thing coming 
at you? I doubt it. The chances of such a thing happening are remote, 
but not quite zero. 


Safety first, gang. Call me a worry wart, but the longer I live, the 
more I have seen how easily and terribly things can go wrong. I 
strongly recommend AGAINST using a hitch mounted antenna at any time. 
But if one insists, at least use it ONLY WHEN PARKED. 


BTW, when towing my trailer, I mount and lock the hitch immediately 
before departing, and I remove it immediately after I arrive and 
disconnect. I don't drive solo with the hitch for the same reason I'm 
advising against putting an antenna there. 


Now, here's an alternative I like. I have seen many cases where people 
have welded or bolted an extension which comes off the side of the 
receiver and forward of the rear bumper. This provides a very strong 
antenna mount that is much better protected against rear impact.

I love to do 
mobile CW (qrp, of course;-) while traveling and with the trailer that 
precludes using the rear receiver. I welded a simple receiver tube to the 
right side of the frame on the front of the truck and use a receiver hitch 
mount in that. If I want, the antenna is easily moved to the rear when the 
trailer is not in tow. 


It works very well. I have kept regular skeds all over the country with it 
and worked plenty of dx. I use a screwdriver antenna and like the ease of 
seeing it when it's on the front. When it's tuned to twenty meters the top 
of the antenna is just a little higher than the trailer which makes a good 
go/no-go gauge when contemplating overhangs. It does gather stares from 
pedestrians at the crosswalks and it's not a real xyl pleaser, but you get 
used to it. 


I'm not so sure that mounting an hf antenna in the middle of the vehicle is 
all that important. This is pure speculation on my part, and if anyone has 
real data I'd like to hear it, but I'd bet that a large 
(screwdriver/bugcatcher) antenna on the front or rear will outperform a 
small (hamstick etc.) on a t.d.c. mag mount. 


Some good advice on hf mobile antennas (and the topic in general) can be 
found in Don Johnson's book "30 + 5 Years of HF Mobileering."

Hi gang, 


There are some on this list who could put this far more concisely than I 
can. But here goes anyway. My apologies in advance for the bandwidth. 


I agree, the best place for a mobile antenna is top dead center. But 
some HF antennas are pretty big, so a lot of strength is needed and a 
monster magnetic mount is one of very few practical choices. 


IMHO, these whopper mag mounts are not a good solution for long term 
use. That's probably why many of us elect to compromise and find a 
strong mounting point elsewhere on the vehicle -- the higher and more 
central, the better, of course. But here we go toward the roof again... 


Trailer hitch mounts? Super, extra, hyper strong. Also centrally 
located, left vs. right -- but exposed to hazards. I have a full size 
diesel pickup with a heavy duty hitch receiver. I tow a fairly large 
travel trailer (35 foot, 8000+ lbs) using that receiver. 


Now, suppose I have an HF antenna (or even just a hitch) mounted in the 
2 inch hitch receptacle and I am struck from the rear. Depending on the 
severity of the impact, I could expect as a minimum that the antenna and 
its mount (or the hitch, which ain't cheap either) would be damaged. 
Worse, the hitch receiver AND even the rear frame members could also be 
damaged. Let's say there's visible damage and I get it properly and 
fully repaired. I'd feel secure again, but maybe just a tad less so. 


Worst case: What if there's unseen damage and inadequate repairs are 
made? Or none at all? Can you imagine how pleased other drivers would 
be if, later, I had a catastrophic receiver failure while towing, and my 
35 footer took off on its own? Would you like to see that thing coming 
at you? I doubt it. The chances of such a thing happening are remote, 
but not quite zero. 


Safety first, gang. Call me a worry wart, but the longer I live, the 
more I have seen how easily and terribly things can go wrong. I 
strongly recommend AGAINST using a hitch mounted antenna at any time. 
But if one insists, at least use it ONLY WHEN PARKED. 


BTW, when towing my trailer, I mount and lock the hitch immediately 
before departing, and I remove it immediately after I arrive and 
disconnect. I don't drive solo with the hitch for the same reason I'm 


> advising against putting an antenna there. 

> 

> Now, here's an alternative I like. I have seen many cases where people 
> have welded or bolted an extension which comes off the side of the 

> receiver and forward of the rear bumper. This provides a very strong 

> antenna mount that is much better protected against rear impact.

For info on the K1, check the Elecraft site. I heard Wayne on the air with 
the prototype after he came home from Dayton, and it sounded just like a k2. 


On the K2 ATU, it works well on a wide range of antennas, but has an 
ultimate limit on what impedances it can handle. I think I remember 
something like 800-900 ohms, something in that area for the upper end. Low 
end goes down around 10-12 ohms, at least in my shack. 


I use baluns to help move the impedance seen by the ATU into something 
around 50-100 ohms. I have homemade baluns for 1:1, 4:1, and 1:4. If the 
ATU won't give me a 1:1 on a given antenna or band through the 1:1 balun, I 
connect a step up or step down balun until the ATU sees an impedance it can 
match more readily.

We designed the KBR1 primarily for hiking/backpacking use, i.e. to operate 
the K1 on the ground, rocky surfaces, etc. But the bracket also comes with 
a pair of shorter arms that allow it to be used for desktop or mobile 
mounting. We failed to mention this in our K1 data sheet. 


We didn't have these shorter arms available in time for Dayton, but we do 
have them now. We'll be posting a photo of the K1 showing the KBR1 bracket 
configured for desktop use. 


Another subtlety not mentioned is that the base of the bracket has plenty 
of extra space on which to mount a keyer paddle. The advantage of using the 
KBR1 for this is reduced weight for portable operation: the paddle doesn't 
need a heavy base of its own. Left- or right-handed configuration is 
possible using holes already provided on the bracket. We hope to offer our 
own custom paddle kit, but you could also mount any keyer paddle mechanism 
of your choice.

Hi Russ and group: 

I have a Chevy Tahoe, with a trailer hitch and I don't know about all of 
the other hitches, but, my GM hitch is a 3 inch box, open at the ends, 
(left & right). I went to a welding shop, and for $65. the guy welded up 
a 2 1/2 inch box that slides into the left side of the 3 inch box, with a 
4 foot 1 inch pipe sticking up on the end of the 2 1/2 inch box. This 
brings the 1 inch pipe out beyond my left rear fender. I clamp my 
screwdriver antenna onto the pipe, and raise it so the coil is above the 
roof line of the Tahoe. The guy drilled a hole in the 3 inch box, and 
welded a nut onto the rear facing surface of it, so that I screw a 1/2 
inch bolt into it to secure the 2 1/2 box, by putting pressure against 
it. Works great, and I can still use my hitch to pull what ever, with no 
interference. 


Now at first, I didn't like the idea of the antenna being mounted on the 
side of the vehicle, but, after using it, I really like it. Being on the 
street side, it is far away from trees, kids on the sidewalk, and I can 
see it in the side view mirrors. And best of all, gets out great.
